Collins acting as tellers, 
Elder R. G. Hewlett, was elected Moderator, J. A. Thompson, 
Treasurer, and D, J. Burgess, Clerk. 

A Committee on Devotional exercises, was appointed con- 
sisting of the delegates from Bethany, C. Crosby,from Water 
Valley,and J. A. Thornton, from Good Hope. 

On motion of Elder J. J. Sawyer, the regular order of busi- 
hess,-as adopted at the last Session, was again adopted.

Elder J. B. Gambrell, attended the Southern Baptist and 
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Mississippi Baptist Conventions, also the Cold Water, Chicka- 
saw and Yalobusha Associations, and reported interesting 
meetings. 

On motion of Eld. J. B. Gambrell, all Baptists present, in 
good standing, were invited to seats on the floor. 

Miscellaneous business was taken up. 

On motion of Professor A. J. Quinch, a Centennial Com- 
mittee was appointed to report at 10 o’clock on to-morrow.

Dupuy and Prof. A. J. Quingh. 

Elder H. W. Rockett and J. H. Collins, were appointed a 
Committee on Foriegn Missions. The Committee appointed 
at the previous meeting being absent. 

Brethren E. G. Leigh, C. Crosby and W. “ Carothers, were 
appointed a Committee on Finance. 

The Executive Board not being ready to report, the report 
on Temperance, was called for, and read by Elder W. Dupuy. 
Pending its adoption a discussion was entered into by Elder 
Lowrey, J. B. Gambrell and Brother W. G. Anderson, after 
which the report was adopted. (See Appendix A.) 

The Executive Board presented its report, pending its adop- 
tion, the subject of Domestic Missions in the bounds of the 
Association, was warmly discussed by Elders J. B. Gambrell,

During the coming year, the nation, of which we are a part, will celebrate

country unite in this jubilee, but the principle nations of the old world will 
unite with us by its representatives in our rejoicings over the triumph of the 
principles of civil libertty on this ph are As adenomination, we propose 
to celebrate in a suitable way, the triumph of the far more important princi- 
ples of religious freedom. The triumph of those principles for which a long 


line of our martyred Baptist fathers contended, striving unto blood against | 


States and churches, both Catholic and protestant. 

To review the past, to make our poeple acquainted with the heroic conduct 
of our fathers, to intensify our love of the principles, which like unmovable 
mountains, have separated us from all other religious communities in the world, 
to vindicate our history and our mar‘yred dead from the aspersions of the 
ignorant and prejudiced, and, as a people, grown great under the blessings of 
God, vouched-safe to us under this government, to make a thank-offering to al- 
mighty God for these blessings, it has been determined by the Baptists to have 
s Centennial and a Baptist jubilee during the present year. 

It has been thought ‘that we could not better celebrate this hundredth year 
of our religious freedom than by endowing our Denominational Colleges and 
providing for the education of our sons in the principles which we cherish, and 
for which our ancestors suffered the reproach of all men. 

To accomplish this it is proposed to raise money on two plans. Two subscrip- 
tions-are to be opened. 

1. Called the roll according to members. It is expected that every Baptist 
will subscribe one dollar for himself and each member of his family whether 
connected with the church or not. 

2. The second is called the roll according to ability. Those who are able to

Your Executive Board beg leave to report, that they held a meeting Feb. 
36th, 1875, and organized by electing brother A.J. Quinch, Chairman, and 
Bider J. B. Secretary. We employed to fill a monthly appointment 
“Spring Dale, Elder T. H. Smith, whose report is herewith submitted. The 
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Board agreed to pay the Missionary, at the rate of $125 00 a year, for one 
fourth of his time at Spring Dale. He has served us according to contract 
feven month, for which there is due him $77 27. Fifty-five dollars have been 
collected and paid over to brother Smith, for which our Sec. holds his receipt, 
leaving us still due him $17 27. It is hoped that this amount will be in hand 
at the present meeting of your body, 20that we may meet Sur obligations. 
There is very considerable destitution jwithin our bounds. Along the Tals 
hatchie River, and the Yazoo also, we preeume, on the large plantations many 
poor white people live, who enjoy no religious advantages, They sre in many 
cases uterly destitute of the word of life either printed or preached. We hope Your ©

REPORT ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION. 


The proper training of the mind is cf vital importance in all vocations of 
life, Especially ie this true in the ministry of Goo’s word on account of its su- 
priority to secular pursuits. The question with us is not whether,but how we 
must educate. To our young brethrem who propose to give their lives to this 
profession, we would say by all means, if possible, to avail themselves of the 
sdvantsges which a well organized college or university could give. 

We hare now at Clinton, a College in successfull operation, well suited to 
wupply the wants of our rising ministry. 

Pastors and brethren should not fail to lay before our young brethren the 
Mrantages of this College, and urge them to attend its instructions. We have 
another class of ministers among us,whose circumstances prevent their enjoying 
® collegiate course, They are generally married men who hastily entered the 
ninistry without preparation, but men who are doing great good. We would 
"orimend to them the country schools and urge them to make every effort to 
obtain & proper knowledge of the English language ; the Gramer and Diction- 
“ry should be their constant study. We would urge all our ministering breth- 
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ren to study more diligently and impreve. Our people could not do a better 
than to assist such brethren to qualify themselves for their work. By a direct 
donation or by an increase of their salaries our pastors would be enabled to 
give their whole time to the study. We call the attention of our churches . 
/ well as pastors to this matter. We recomm snd that libsral offerings be made 
by the churches for Ministerial Education. Money thus spent will return in 
large blessings upon our churches. In the order of means can we receive 
greater blessings than faithful, intelligent and pious pastors? And finally let us 
remember that education is progressive, that it is never done, and that after al! 
the help we can receive, it remains for us to educate oursel ¥es: 
Therefore dear brethren of the ministry study to show yotrgalyes approved.
